Cincinnati, O., Dec. 16.—The second 
day’s session of the sixteenth annual 
convention of the American Federation 
of Labor was called to order by Presi­ 
dent Gompers Tuesday w ith all the 
125 delegates present. 
All but ten delegates voted to ex­ 
clude W illiam C. Pomeroy of the Hotel 
and R estaurant 
Employes’ 
National 
Alliance. The first charge against him 
w as th at he had entered intoan agree­ 
m ent w ith the Illinois State Federa­ 
tion of Labor to publish the Labor Ga­ 
zette, for which he was to pay $500 in 
cash ten days after the directory left 
th e binders’ hands. Five hundred cop­ 
ies were to be delivered to the feder­ 
ation, but it received only twelve cop­ 
ies, and there was still a balance of 
$388 due. The second charge was th at 
during the last presidential cam paign 
and while Pomeroy held th e position 
of organizer of the Federation of La­ 
bor, he prepared and signed a political 
docum ent on silver, using in connec­ 
tio n w ith his signature, his official 
title. 
This document was the famous 
circular which pretended to prove th at 
th e American 
Federation 
of Labor 
w as not on record as favoring the free 
oodnage of silver. 
Both charges were 
proved true. 
On the vote only ten delegates sup­ 
ported Pomeroy, while more than IOO 
w ere opposed to him. 
A t night the delegates attended the 
m eeting of the Central Labor council, 
after which they were tendered a re­ 
ception by the local men. 
It is said th a t the opposition to 
Secretary 
M cCraith’s 
re-election 
is 
gaining strength. The friends of F rank 
M orrison, 
who, with McCraith, 
be­ 
longs to the Typographical union, say 
th a t he has all the delegates of 
the 
p rin ters’ union with him, w ith the ex­ 
ception of President Prescott. 
It is said th at the old fight between 
th e opposing factions of painters is to 
he brought up again, as well as th a t of 
th e brewers. 
Most of the agitation is for an effec­ 
tive eight-hour law and the establish­ 
m ent of a defense fund. 
This fund 
they would provide by an assessm ent 
of 2 cents per capita. 
The member­ 
ship of over 600,000 would secure a 
large fund. 


LEGALIZES POOL SELLINQ. 


Supreme Court of Missouri Renders a 
Decision That Favors Bookmakers.

*supreme court at Jefferson City has de­ 
clared unconstitutional the law prohib­ 
itin g bookmaking and pool selling ex­ 
cept on regular race courses.

track, because the down-town pool­ 
room s would keep the turfites away 
from the race course.

Active Recruiting Is Doing On at Many 
Point*. 
New York, Dec. 16.—The whole coun­ 
try is on fire for “Cuba Libre.”

Maceo by Spanish treachery was the 
kindling spark. 
Large num bers 
of 
men in various cities have been enlist- ' 
ing with Cuban agents for service with 
the insurgent army, and, in fact, the 
agents can pick and choose from a 
large am ount of m aterial. 
Arkansas City, Ran., Dec. 16.—Prof. 
Jam es Hightower of this city is or­ 
ganizing a company of young men to 
go to Cuba and join the insurgents. 
Several young men have enlisted and 
as soon as the company is completed 
the Cuban junta at New York will be 
applied to for transportation to Cuba. 
Denver, Colo., Dec. 16.—Aside from 
the regim ent of Cuban volunteers be­ 
ing organized here under the leader­ 
ship of Attorney McApdrew, a com­ 
pany of 300 men has been quietly raised 
by Dr. Homer L. Darnell, a surgeon 
of the Darnell sanitarium , and is now 
ready to start for Cuba as soon as ar­ 
rangem ents can be made for transpor­ 
tation from the A tlantic coast to the 
island. 
Butte, Mont., Dec. 16.—One hundred 
and six able-bodied men of Butte have 
signed the roll which calls on them 
to aid the insurgents. C. F. Grant, the 
recruiting officer at Denver, has been 
telegraphed to for instructions and the 
command is realty to move at a mo­ 
m ent’s notice. 
Indianapolis, Ind., Dec. 16.—In every 
county in this state there is either pub­ 
lic or private volunteering, 
and 
the 
postm aster at Ninevah is said to have 
enlisted forty volunteers, 
many 
of 
whom are members of the Second regi­ 
ment, Indiana m ilitia. The sentim ent 
of the state, voiced by the press and 
pulpit, is in favor of the recognition 
of the Cubans as belligerents, even if 
there is not armed interference in her 
behalf. 
Boston, Mass., Dec. 16—Eighty-five 
picked men left Boston last night for 
New York, there to em bark for Cuba 
to join the insurgents’ ranks. 
Before 
the end of the week another company 
will start on the same errand. 
Des Moines, Iowa, Dec. 16.—Several 
officers of the Iowa National Guard are 
known to have volunteered to go to 
Cuba.
